SCHOOL LIFE 
IN PALESTINE 

We are all vaguely aware that 
our quiet unassuming Mr. Cooko, 
who is new this year, has taught 
other people far across the seas 
in Palestine, that far off mys- 
tic land we invariably associate 
with pure white steeds and dash- 
ing Arabian nights, but where 
In reality people live in a way 
very similar to ours, even 
though their school systems are 
more numerous and 'varied. The 
one most generally used there Is 
that of the private school. So try 
to imagine yourself In the bright 
sunshine of Palestine, you would 
see that most such schools are 
attractive buildings of white 
stone, shaded by Eucalyptus 
and Olive trees. There is no 
grass and the green of the trees 
turns to gray as the white dust 
settles on the leaves through 
the long, hot summer without 
rain from April to December. 

The coeducational schools 
are Jewish public schools, and 
do not take dorm students, while 
in the private schools (non- 
Jewlsh) boys and girls are 
taught separately. Parents visit 
the schools frequently and many 
a problem is discussed by teach-, 
era, students and parents over 
the inevitable cup of Jewish cof- 
fee, 

Schools are divided Into two 
departments: Elementary which 
has seven classes for pupils sev- 
en to thirteen, (who have al- 
ready studied English for two 
years) and the Secondary De- 
partment which has four clas-

PALESTINE— continued 
ses. Students -do not specialize 
until they attend college. All 
eight peridos are occupied In at- 
tending classes, with a mid- 
morning break and time for din- 
ner and recreation from noon 
to two p. m. 

Tests are frequent but exams 
take place only twice a year, 
mid-year and the last two 
weeks of the school year. Grad- 
ing is as follows:. A — 90% or 
more (pass with honor, B— 80% 
(pass with credit), C — 70% (pass, 
good), P — 60% (pass, weak), E — 
50% or less (failure). A college 
preparatory student graduates 
by taking the London Mat ri g u - 
lation Examination, conducted 
by representatives in Palestine 
appointed by the London auth- 
orities. Through this, students 
can gain entrance to -English 
and American colleges. Alterna- 
tively they can take the Pales- 
tine Matriculation Examination 
which gives entry tq Arab and 
Jewish colleges and the Ameri- 
can colleges in Syria and Egypt. 

Athletics are compulsory for 
all students medically fit. Inter- 
scholastic games by soccer, cric- 
ket, basketball and tennis are 
played and girls’ -schools com- 
pete with each other in tennis 
and basketball. Week-ends are 
used for hiking trips and day 
long picnics to the eoast, of to 
orange groves where students 
can swim in the large Irrigation

Football and Cross Country End Good Seasons; 
Basketball Under Way; Skiers Ready For Snow 


COACH SCOTT IIAS 
ENVIABLE RECORD 
AT GOULD 

Having completed the 1948 
football season with his team's 
record untarnished, Coach Scott 
can now sit back and review 
the years of coaching and their 
effect on Gould teams. It is a 
record to be proud of, for the 
first year he coached at Gould, 
in 1943, his team was undefeat- 
ed. 

Previous coaching 'positions 
held by Mr. Scott were at Nor- 
way, Bar Harbor, Phillips-Exe- 
ter Academy, and Hebron. At 
all of these schools he handled 
successful football teams, and, 
when he came to Gould in 1943, 
produced an unbeaten team 
from a group of boys whose 
ability was a complete mystery 
to him. Surely this is a notable 
achievement, and in the follow- 
ing four years he has continued 
to produce four smooth -work- 
ing, well-integrated teams. In 
1943, Gould scored 184 points to 
their opponents’ 18. In three of 
these games the opponent was 
held scoreless, while in the oth- 
er three Gould led by more than 
two touchdowns In every case. 
In all the games of this season 
the team showed by its excel- 
lent playing the benefits receiv- 
ed from Mr. Scott’s coaching. 

In the 1944 season, the Gould 
team was reduced to five vet- 
erans and many new boys. Fac- 
ed with this obstacle, Mr. Scott 
and did his best to turn out a 
creditable team, which ended 
nevertheless went right to work 
the season with two wins and 
six loses. The experience gain- 
ed in this year, however, made 
for a much better team in 1945. 

The following season was a 
very successful one, with the 
Huskies’ record being 6 won, 1 
lost. The team piled up 188 
points to their opponents’ 39 in 
this season, a very notable 
achievement. • 

In 1946, though 15 lettermen 
had been lost by the previous 
graduation, a nucleus of exper- 
ienced men made up the team 
which won six games, lost one, 
and tied one. Once more Mr. 
Scott’s coaching ability was put 
to good use in training a de- 
pleted team to make one which 
could win 133 points against 
only 39 for their. opponents. 

• The 1947 season was another 
good one, in which they chalked 
up four wins, two losses, and 
one tie. In both this and the 
previous year, the tie was with 
Fryeburg, and the team which 
we produced this year was such 
an improvement over that one 
that we won every game, in- 
cluding the encounter with 
Fryeburg, our traditional rival. 
This year’s team Is the first 
undefeated one we have had 
since 1943, but the teams since 
then have been very good, and 
we have good reason to be proud 
of both them and their coach, 
who has been ably assisted 
through the years by Joe Rod- 
erick and Ted Emery.
